Rogers, and dedgned by his ton, symbolisii^ the union of 
the Boyal House of England with that of Saxe-Coburg 
and jGotha. One end exhibits in the centre the armorial 
bearings of Her Mi^jesty the Queen, surrounded by msssps 
of foUan, natural flowers and birds ; on the rocker, beneath, 
it seen the head of ** Nox," represented as a beautiful sleep- 
ing female^ erowned with a garland of poppies, supported 
upon bats' wings, ai|d sunomided by the seven planets. 

The other end, or tlie 4>aek of the head of the cradle, is 
derotedtothe aims of H.B.H. Prince Albert; the shield 



occupies the centre, and round it, *"»^w*g the arabesque 
foliage, the six crestt of the Prince are scattered, with the 
motto ''Treu und Fest" Below, on the rocker, is dis- 
covered a head of ''Somnus " with dosed eyes, and over the 
chin a wimple, which, on each dde, torminates in poppies. 

In the interior of the head of the cradle, guardun angels 
are introduced ; and above, the royal orown is found em- 
bedded in foliage. The frieses. forming the most important 
part of the ddes of the body of the cradle, are composed of 
roses, poppies, conventional foliage, butterflies, and bird«, 
while beneath them rise a variety of pinks, studied from 
nature. The edges and the insides of the rockers ar« 
enriched with the insignia of royalty and emblems of 
repose.

A splendid reception-seat, with canopy of purple velvet, 
embroidered in gold, su] ported on silver rillars, with two 
" moarchals/* or emblems of dignity, nsed bv the princes of 
India upon state occasions, made of pure gold, and contain- 
ing feathers of the birds of paradise. — A state palanquin of 
ivory, with canopy of gold embroidered cloth. — A purdah, 
or canopy, used m&ly by persons of the highest rank. — A 
nalkee, a palanquin of ivorv, used only when the sun is 
below the liorizon. — A howdah, or palanquin, with trappings, 
to be borne on the back of an elephant.— State harness and 
ornaments for horses and camels.

Two shawls and a specimen of coarse cloth, manufactured 
by J. Haley and Son, Bramley, near Leeds. The whole of 
the material is of Uie cashmere wool as above described. 

The cashmere goats' wool, of which these articles are 
manuiaotured, consists of two distinct materials called 
wool and kemp. The wool is beautifully rich and soft to 
the touch, and is probably superior in tMs respect to the 
finest Continental Iambs* wool, and equal in richness to the 
Thibet wool. It is also divisible into qualities. The kemp 
presents the appearance of a coarse, rough hair, which would 
deteriorate the appearance of even conmion fabrics by its 
inferiority and harshness 

The two materials, as shorn from the goat, are closely 
intermingled, and present the appearance of coarse hairy 
wool of a very low character; but a minute inspection 
shows that part of it is of a very fine quality. The separation 
is effected entirely by hand, fibre by fibre ; 'no machinery 
having as yet been applied to this purpose. The process 
is botn difficult and tedious, one person not being able to 
separate more than half an ounce in twelve hours. 

After the separation of the qualities^ it is desirable further 
to divide it, in order to make a warp yarn for fabrics like 
the shawls ; but this was impossible in the present instance, 
owing to the small quanti^ produced, othen^ise the fabric 
would have been much finer. In the dresses this was 
achieved, the warp being of silk, and the quantity required 
for the weft not therefore so great in proportion. 

Specimen of coarse cloth manufhctured entirelv of the 
coarse hair or kemp, which is generally considerea worth- 
less.

The pictorial embellishments of the shield, the general 
plan for which was given by the king himself; were designed 
by Doctor Peter Von Cornelius, and the architectural orna- 
ments by Counsellor Stuler. The execution of the remaining 
Krtions— goldsmiths' work, enamel, &c., was performed by 
. G. Hossauer; the modelling by M. A. Fischer; the 
chasing by M. A Mortens; and the lapidary work by 
M. CaiandrelU. 

In the centre of the shield Is a head of our Saviour. 
The middle compartment, surrounded by a double line of 
ornamental work, is divided by a cross into four smaller 
compartments, which contain emblematio representations of 
the two Sacraments, Baptism and the Lord's Supper, with 
their Old Testament tjrDes— the opening of the fountain in 
the rock by Moses, ana the fkll of manna. At the extre- 
mities of the arms of the cross are represented the Evan- 
gelists, noting down what they have seen and heard in the 
Uoepels, whicn are to communicate to all futurity the plan 
of man's salvation, and prove inexhaustible sources of divine 
revelation and doctrine. 

On the extreme points of the aral^esques that rise above 
the Evangelists, are represented the Christian virtues of 
Ffeiith, Hope, and Charity, and of Christian Righteous- 
ness. Around the entire centre stand In a drclo the twelve 
Apostles. Peter is seen under Faith represented in the 
arabesque ; on the right and left of him are Philip and 
Andrew; under Hope is James; on eitlier side are Bartho- 
lomew and Simon; John is placed beneath t))e figure of 
Charity ; on cither side are James the younger and Thomas ; 
under Righteousness is Paul; on the right and left are 
Matthew and Judas Tbaddeus, going forth Into the world 
to teach and to baptiae, and to propagate the kingdom of 
the Redeemer. 

The relievo which surrounds the edge of the shield, re- 
presents the betrayal, the redeeming atonement of Chriat, 
and his resurrection. Another portion representi our Lord's 
triumphant entry into Jerusalem; a third portion the descent 
of the Holy Ghost, the preaching of the Gospel, and the for- 
mation of the Church. The fourth and principal compart- 
ment contains an allegorical representation of the birth of 
the Prince of Wales and of the visit of the king of Frusaia, 
accompanied by Baron Humboldt, General von Natxmer^ 
and the Count von Stolber^ and welcomed bv His Royal 
Highness Prince Albert and the Duke of Wellington : a 
knight of St George being represented on the beach 
standing upon a dragon. 

The snield has been denominated ttie Buckler of Faith.

From 1 ,500,000 to 2^mfi00 
cwts. of iron ore are raised every year, of which the haoTii 
smelted in Nsssau. Part of the iron ore contains caiesnr, 
and is used in that state as the best admixture lor sacmg*
